lakes connected with su ch 
navigable 
streams wholly within the State, and not 
extending bey ond the overflowed bottoms 
of su ch rivers or strerrns.”

M orehkad, K y., J uiw 2 & -A bout 8:30 
o’clock Wednesday morning determined men 
to the number of 100, all armed with Win­ 
chester repeating rifles, came into Morehea< 
under charge of Sheriff Hoggo, to serve a 
warrant on Craig Tolliver, charging him with 
false swearing in issuing warrants for the ar­ 
rest of the Logan boys, killed several weeks 
'ago. 
A s o n e of the sheriff’s potae was cross­ 
ing the railroad near the water-tank, about 
fifty yards east of the Raines Cottage hotel, 
and before any attempt had l>eeu made to 
aerve the warrant, Craig Tolliver, who was 
near the hotel, saw him, and fired a t him. 
The man dodgod behind a pUe of lumber, 
and Tolliver and his two cousins, Bud and 
J ay Tolliver, and Hiram Cooper went into 
the hotel and barricaded the doors and win- 


Then the posse came up under cover of the 
brush behind the hotel and immedbitely 
opened fire upon the building. 
The house 
was soon surrounded, but at something of a 
distance, none of the sherifTs men caring .o 
got within range of the deadly gum the Tol 
liver’s know so well how to use. 
After firing 
had been kept up for probably three quarters 
of an hour the Tolliver men attempted to 
leave the hotel and cross the railroad to an­ 
other hotel on the opposite side. 
While mak­ 
ing this foolhardy a t t e m 
p 
t the notorious leader 
of the gang which has lieen such a terror to 
Rowan county fell to the ground pierced by 
four balls from the Winchesters of the am 
bushed posse, two of the bullets going through 
his head and two through his breast. 
The others got to the opposite house, and 
fought the jjosso for some time, but finding 
the place less secure than they expected, they 
mado an attempt to roeross the railroud to 
their old position. 
In this they were unsuc­ 
cessful, for all throe of them were riddled 
with rifle balls. 
After ascertaining that no inoro resistance 
would bo offered, the |mjhho picked up the 
dead men and placed them on tho floor of the 
porch of the Cottage hotel. 
Investigation 
showed that only one of the sheriffs jkjsso was 
wounded, and that was Dr. Brown, who re­ 
ceived an ugly flesh wound in the tliigh. I ho 
fighting was kept up for two hours. 
During the firing the utmost consternation 
prevailed among the women and children, 
who ran from their houses and rushed to the 
railway station, hoping thereby to escape the 
bullets.

Cincinnati , J une 23.—E, L. Harper, Vice 
president; Ammi Baldwin, cashier, and Ben. 
E. Hopkins, assistant cashier of the Fidelity 
National bank, were rearrested Wednesday, 
the two former at the bank and Hopkins at 
the office of Lawyer Rankin D. J ones. The 
charg e upon which they were arrested this 
time is that they conspired to defraud in issu­ 
ing larg e drafts to the amount of 1000,000 for 
investments in the Chicag o wheat deal, and 
in making false returns to the United States 
comptroller of the currency. The trio ap­ 
peared before Unified States Commissioner 
Hooper, waived examination, and were bound 
over to the g rand jury. 
Harper’s bail under 
this arrest was fixed at $15,000, and that of 
Baldwin and Hopkins at $5,000 each. 
There was much difficulty in g etting bonds- 
meil, and at 5:45, over *. ♦ hour after the ar­ 
rest the throe were still in custody. H. B. 
Morehead was the only bon d sman offered, 
and he only went bail for Harj>er. It looked 
much as if the prisoners would have to be 
jailed. 
Joseph Josephs, a cred itor of H arper to the 
exten t of $19,000, has replev in ed Swift’s Iron 
an d Steel works, Newport, which were as­ 
sign ed by Harper. 
The arrested men fin ally secured bon d smen 
an d were released . 
They are to be again ar­ 
rested on charges sim ilar to those alread y 
preferred . 
The more the affairs of the ban k are looked 
in to the worse they api^ear. 
It is n ow the 
comm jn talk on the streets th at the liabilities 
of the ban k will reach the stupen d ous sum of 
$6,000,000, while the assets d win d le in pro­ 
portion . 
It seems a foregon e con clusion th at 
d epositors will get n ext to n othin g. 
This is 
the gen eral talk, but of course it is un official 
an d can n ot be v erified un til the ban k exam ­ 
in er completes his work an d makes his report. 
It is stated th at the memoran d um which is 
the substitute for collaterals shows that W il- 
shire used $1,100,000 of the ban k’s mon ey, 
an d th at collaterals for other loan s were hy­ 
pothecated in New Y ork an d elsewhere. 
It 
is the belief of some th at W ilshire acted as 
the agen t of H arper in con d uctin g the wheat 
d eal, an d was n ot really a borrower. 
Mr. Eugen e Powell, the ban k examin er, is 
cred ited with sayin g th a t the con d ition of the 
ban k is wofuL 
He said it was sin gular how 
H arper had d eceiv ed ev erybod y about the 
matter. 
W hen the wheat pan ic occurred in 
Chicago, an d rumors were out of a run on 
the Fid elity ban k, Mr. H arper stated re­ 
peated ly to parties askin g for in form ation 
th at he d id n ot kn ow who was in the wheat 
d eal, an d he wen t so far as to say th at he d id 
n ot believ e th at it was man aged at all in Cin ­ 
cin n ati. 
A statem en t was curren t here W ed n esd ay 
morn in g th at the Am erican Exchan ge Na­ 
tion al ban k of Chicago was a cred itor to the 
Fid elity to the am oun t of $750,000. 
A tele­ 
gram from Chicago, howev er, states th at 
Vice Presid en t Dewey em phatically d en ies 
this in a statem en t issued to the d irectors of 
the American Exchan ge, in which he says 
that the in terest of th at ban k in the Fid elity 
is limited to a d raft of $100,000 d raw n on the 
Chemical Nation al of New Y ork, an d a bal­ 
an ce of $198,367.10 on collection accoun ts, 
again st which the American Exchan ge hold s 
sun d ry collaterals.

“ If we cou ld isolate the city 
and inrev cnt nil intermarriage with the 
rou ntr}', the degeneration in the p hy siq u e 
of the inhabitants of the former wou ld 
p robably lie so marked as to horrify the 
p u blic. ” 
1 fc is difficu lt to secu re statistics 
relating to this decay in conseq u » are «>f 
the jM?i*|K*tu al iu llu x from the cou ntry , 
bu t “ it is only necessary ,” he hay s, “ f<>r 
an intelligent man or woman to walk 
throu gh the slu ms of ou r great towns” to 
recognize the su bstantial facts in the can ». 
W hat is tru e in this p articu lar in Lon­ 
don is ev en more marked in New York. 
We hav e more thioldy p op u lated districts 
in this city , less clean streets and inferior 
sanitary regu lations, 
The national im­ 
p ortance of p hy sical 
deterioration in 
towns is greater in England than in the 
United States, becau se the p rop ortion of 
her u rban y wjp u lation is mu ch greater, 
bu t this certainly shou ld not lessen the 
hu mane p u rp ose of imp rov ing the con­ 
dition of things in ou r cities. 
We resem­ 
ble the English, at least, in being behind 
other nations in giv ing heed to the m at­ 
ter of bodily health and strength. 
“ Al­ 
most ev ery nation in Eu rop e,” say s th<* 
writer, “ ex cep t ou rselv es, has established 
* 
* 
* 
a sy atom ofJcomp u lHory p hy si­ 
cal training” in its schools “ and sp ends 
large su ms of money in strengthening tie* 
bodies and nerv es of its fu tu re citizens.” 
T?i Germany , licsu les its gy mnastic train­ 
ing. each child at school is su p p lied with 
a sou nd midday meal, and if the p arent 
cannot p ay for it the state does. 
In the 
Swedish schools there is n p hy sical drill 
•» ce 'tnp au ied by mu sic. Prance lias taken 
tne hint from Germany , and since 1 8 7 0 is 
p ay ing some attention to bu ilding u p the 
bodily strength of her y ou th. 
This is only one side of the su bject of 
health in cities. 
The other featu res will 
mggost themselv es at once. 
The i>omt 
is that we need an awakening to the im­ 
p ortance of the matter. 
Ev ery p ale face 
and weakly IhkIv . in the tenement dis­ 
tricts esp ecially , is an ap p eal for more 
breathing sp aces in the city , lietter dwell­ 
ing and other sanitary regu lations, p hy si­ 
cal edu cation in the common schools and 
good food. 
If England is remiss in this 
general respect, how mu ch more so are 
we?—New York World.

There is the higb&rt medical authority 
for the fltatemeutj.jfchat there is nothing 
better than common salt for any ordinary 
inflammation of the throat, mouth, or 
nasal passages. 
Dissolv e a dessert spoon­ 
ful in a coffee cup» and gargle the solu­ 
tion, or snuff it up« the nose until it comes 
cut into, the backmouth. 
Repeat two or 
three times a day until cured. 
Dr. Thackeray, of Philadelphia, has 
found that salt is effectiv e in the most 
v iolent attacks of erysipelas, and. more­ 
ov er, leav es no unsightly scars behind. 
He uses a saturated solution—tliat is as 
strong as it can be made—and simply 
keeps the parts cov ered with a cloth wet 
it. 
At? the same he cools the system with 
a dose p t Epsom salts, mixed with lemon 
juice, and orders a light farinaceous diet.

The Greeks, with few exceptions, had 
no family (or sire) names. 
The Romans 
had three names: 
1. A proper name 
(prnenomenb the distinction of the, indi­ 
v idual, like our baptismal or Christian 
name. 2. The name of the class (nom**m. 
3. The family name (cognomen). .Some­ 
times to these were added, on account of 
act of v alor or ev ent, a fourth rain- 
(agnomen), as Publius (pramomen) Cor­ 
nelius (the clan of Cornelius). Scipio aIm- 
family), Africanus (the agnomen, been use 
of his v ictories in Africa). The pm* n omen 
was generally not written in full, as M. 
for Marcus,*P. fo r Publius* etc.; m M. 
Tullius Cicero—i. e., “ Marcus,’* to dis­ 
tinguish him from his brother. QumtpiM. 
Tullius, the clan, and Cicero, the family. 
In Germany and the Teutonic nations 
faniilv or surnames (or, as it should be 
sidled, “ sirnames” —i.e., sireor father's 
name) were little used before tbe Four­ 
teenth century. 
Ev ery oue had a,baptis­ 
mal nameonfy. Hie 
ancient method 
was to add the fatlKT s name to their 
own, as J ohn-son, William-son, Dav id­ 
son, etc. 
The Arabians still follow this 
custom—e. g., Ila li’s § on, Yoar is called 
Elaj lla li (Mali's son) and Year's son 
would lie Ebu Your. 
The surnames giv en in England about 
the time of William tho Ctniqueiw were 
selected, like the agnomen of the Ro­ 
mans, from sotrre |>eculfar clfcn mats nee 
relating to the indiv idual, 
Thus the curl 
of Anjou obtained the surname of Plan- 
tdgenet from ttie well known story, and 
his descendants were called Plantagenet s. 
Fitz (from the old French tils, meaning 
“ son” ), Mac (Scottish), Ap (Welsh). O' 
(Irish), Ez (» Spanish) end Hen were nil 
prefixes meaning in those sev eral lan­ 
guages “ son.” 
But Fite meant illegiti­ 
mate son. 
The German sohn, Swedish 
son, Dutch son are the same. 
German 
v on, Dutch v an, French de mean “ of” 
or “ from,” referring to the residence or 
descent. 
On the establishment of the 
feudal system new names were intro­ 
duced, deriv ed either from occupation, as 
Smith, Turner, Curjwnter, Fuller, etc., 
from place of nativ ity, as French, Welsh, 
etc., or from personal complexion or 
other 
¡» eculiarity, os White, 
Brown, 
Black, Long, Short, Sweet,* Smart, Coy , 
M:u tin. Wren, etc.—Baltimore American. 


W h y W r itin g I* I’o o r ly P a id . 
W hy is writing su ch a p oorly p aid p ro­ 
fession? 
When it is p erformed as serv ice, that 
is to say , when writers nro p aid a fix ed 
am ou nt for a regu lar task, or when they 
are retained, os lawy ers are, to adv ocate 
.->}K*cial interests, their salaries are not be­ 
low the av erage salaries p aid in other de­ 
p artm ents of bu siness. 
In eitlx sr of these 
cases Alley sell a p ortion of their time or 
indep endence to their emp loy er, ix irform- 
ing his work within stated hou rs, or ac­ 
cording to dictation, p recisely as an ac­ 
cou ntant or a p riv ate secretary wou ld do. 
Of this kind is a large p art of jou rnal­ 
istic work, which giv es reasonably well 
p aid emp loy ment to thou sands of men 
and women, who are ev ery day held ars 
resi>onsibie for tho tasks jierfonnod by 
them as p ressmen or comix jsitors are for 
theirs. 
A v ery im p ortant consideration in de­ 
term ining all regu lar comp ensation is the 
degree to which the emp loy er ex ercises 
au thority ov er tho one emp loy ed. 
The 
serv ant who comes nearest to su bstitu t­ 
ing his m aster’s will in p lace of his own 
is, all other things being eq u al, the one 
most likely to get high wages and steady 
emp loy ment. 
There is a v ast deal of 
self consciou s cant abroad u p on this su b­ 
ject. 
Back of all sop hisms of the dignity 
of serv ice lies the fact that be who sells 
his labor, for the time being, stills him ­ 
self. 
Tie may , indeed, choose His own 
master, and disp ose as he p leases of his 
remu neration, bu t, du ring the p eriod of 
serv ice, lu » mu st su rrender his liberty no 
less than he wou ld liav o su rrendered it in 
the day s of v illein and serf. —A. II. 
Peters in The W riter.
